She was one of the daughters of the leader, the great truthful 
one, the vicegerent of Allah's Messenger, Abu Bakr 'Abdullah 
bin Abi Quhafah and she was from the Quraish tribe. The Mother 
of the Believers, wife of the Prophet, the most knowledgeable 
woman of the (Muslim) community without exception. Her 
mother was Umm Ruman bint Amir bin Uwaymir. Her parents 
migrated with her and the Prophet of Allah married her before 
his hij rah after the death of Khadeejah bint Khuwailid. That 
occurred about ten months before the hijrah. It is also said that 
the marriage occurred two years before the hijrah. He 
consummated the marriage with her in Shawwal in the second 
year (of Hijrah) at his departure from the battle of Badr and at 
that time she was nine years old. She reported from him a 
considerable amount of pure and blessed knowledge.
